OMAHA, Neb.—(INS — Whether 
a sudden adverse air current or a 
broken safety strap had caused the 
death of Charles W. “Speed” Hol- 
Man, was undecided today, but 20,- 
000 spectators at the air races here 
knew that Holman, always a dare- 
devil, had stunted to the last. 

Flying upside down at a speed 
estimated at close to 300 miles an 
hour, and close to the ground in 
front of the grandstand, the plane 
suddenly crashed and became a ball 
of wreckage. While the crowd was 
still stunned, authorities ordered 
the other events to continue. 

Hanging From Plane 

Some who were close enough to 
see, said Holman was hanging from 
the inverted plane and trying des- 
perately to regain control of the 
craft.. He had volunteered to do 
some stunts. 

Hollman won the feature race at 
the National Air races in Chicago 
last year after gaining much notor- 
iety with his capers in the air. He 
Held the record for consecutive 
loops, having made 1,433 over St. 
Paul airport. 

Holman flew from St. Paul where 
he was employed by the Northwest 
' Airways to Omaha Sunday in his 
Baird biplane. He entered the races 
and won the free-for-all event. 

‘Taking off on his stunting flight 
he attained an altitude of 2,000 
feet, then swooped over the grand- 
istand in a power dive, ending in a 
slow roll which carried the plane

over on its back, It was this dive 





that enabled him to reach the high 
speed at which he crashed. Twice 
he completed this maneuver, suc- | 
cessfully leveling off about 20 feet 
from the ground. 

Too Low to Right 

On the third dive the accident 
occurred. Pilots saw him, half out 
of the cock-pit, trying to right the 
ship. But the plane was too low to 
turn over without the wing lag 
ground. The wreckage stopped 25 
feet from the grandstand, after 
rolling 100 feet from where it hit 
the earth. 

It was thought by some that the 
safety belt had broken and that he 
lost control of the plane when try- 
ing to keep himself from falling 
out. In May, 1929, Holman won 
the Gardiner trophy race by flying 
156 miles an hour over the 468 mile 
course between St. Louis and In- 
dianapolis. He also was the first to 
fly a tri-motored plane on its back 
finishing this trick with five loops 
of the heavy craft. 

Had -Violated Rules 

Holman would have been ground- 
ed for several months if he had 
not been killed. 

Joseph. Boudwin, department of 
commerce aeronautical inspector, 
was waiting at the finishing point 
to ground Holman when he brought 
his ship down. Holman had vivlat- 
ed all safety regulations by doing a 
roll and flying upside down at an 
alleged speed of 258 miles an hour, 
only 20 feet off the ground, and less 
than 200 feet from the grandstand. 

Air show officials said it was only 
a stroke of luck that Holman’s ship 
was headed parallel to the grand- 
stand instead of toward it, else 





the machine would have plowed into 
the crowd of 20,000 spectators 
watching in the show. 7 ” 


He was credited for his insight into 
the future, for his fight for imsur- 
ance and for never swerving from 
his two fold purpose, fraternity and 
sound business. Energy, consumed 
by his great zeal for its work was 
one of the contributory factors in 
his death. Mr. Narvis fought for 
unity and directed his efforts to-

- dition to crime news, A ten-day celebration is in progress 

which is serving to remind the nation that Chicago is not 

such a bad town after all even if the city is the headquarters 

for gangsters, gunmen, hijackers, bank robbers, dope ring 

peddlers, just plain bootleggers, thousands of speakeasies or 
what have you. 

Yes, it must be admitted that Chicago does things in a 
large way whether it is crime or business, The present pag- 
eant proves this. Being such a success (over a million visi- 
tors is the estimate for a single day) the civic leaders should 
make it an annual event as occasional reminders are needed 
to overcome the widespread impression gained by the prom- 
inence given to its crime news. 

The new mayor seems to be starting out on the right foot. 
More power to him for the northern Mississippi valley at least 
would like to see Chicago clean house and also hopes to see 
the day when the second largest city in the nation will become 
the first in population and commercial importance. 


Pope I Demands Adeghate Wage 

Regardless of one’s religious beli most people must agree 
with Pope Pius that labor should have an adequate wage so as 
to be able to share in the advantages of wealth. Saying that 
capita] cannot exist without labor nor labor without capital, 


he added that the present economic .system is “seriously 
warped and burdenéd with grave abuses” and that the “ex- 
cessive and unjust distribution of the commodities of life” as 
between capital and labor should be abolished. 

“It is essential,” Pope Pius continued, “that the people be 
enabled gradually to obtain some of the advantages enjoyed 
by the proprietor. This can be accomplished only by a fair 
and just wage. Wages must be such’as really to satisfy the 
legitimate requirements of an honest working man and to 
make it possible for him to improve his condition.” ’ 

The head of the Catholic church has elaborated upon a sub- 
ject that is gaining the steadily increasing attention of 
thoughtful churchmen of all denomifiations as well as labor 
and industrial leaders. 

In this country it is being reflected by the threat of walk- 
outs by organized labor unless the tendency to lower wages is 
stopped. It is also shown by the plea of the American Legion 
for a conference of business leaders to discuss measures to 
overcome the depression. The senate insurgents, led by Sen- 
ators LaFollette of Wisconsin and Brookhart of Iowa, are 
asking for a special session of congress. Both senators de- 
clare the cycle of the depression is continuing in full force and 
pointed to the complaint of the American Federation of Labor 
that some industries were adding to the depression by slash- 
ing wages, and the demand of the American Legion for an ec- 
onomic conference, as compelling réasons for’ congressional 

action. 

Another sign showing which way the wind is blowing is the 
drafting of a new tax bill by Senator King of Utah to be pre- 
sented at the next congress which proposes a federal tax on 
gifts and estates along with an increase in income taxes in 
the higher brackets. Senator King believes, with the na- 


tion facing a billion-dollar deficit this year, and possibly next, 
that taxes must be raised. 

It is not a pleasant jpicture at best but lowering wages will 
not solve the problem! 


Farm Fires 

According to the National Fire Waste Council the destruc- 
tion of farm property by fire in 1930 amounted to $125,000,000 
an increase of $25,000,000 over normal years. This unusual- 
ly heavy fire loss was attributed largely to the drought, which 
increased the common farm hazards, such as highly combus- 
tible buildings, isolation from the protection of adeqnately 
equipped fire companies, and general lack of fire-fighting 
facilities. 

Numerous studies Nas been made on how to reduce this 
enormous waste. Fire prevention is not studied as closely in 
the rural areas as in the urban centers. Unnecessary hazards 
are allowed to exist. The annual fire waste has had its share 
in retarding farm prosperity. Even if all property were cov- 
ered by insurance no policy can compensate for destroyed 
buildings and crops, wasted time, devastated land. Every 
farmer should take steps to make his property as fire-proof 
as is humanly possible.

The 
treasure of the airplane might still be undiscovered but for 
the thought and experiments of two brothers, proprietors of 
a bicycle repair shop in an Ohio city. 

You dig for treasures, mot with shovels and pickaxes but 
with thoughtful experiments and careful research, ereating 
a vastly greater value than all the pirate treasure that has 
ever been hidden. 

That is the kind of a treasure hunt that counts. Even if you 
obtain only a small part of the treasure or none at all you will 
have been gainfully employed because you will know you are 
doing something useful that promises to benefit mankind, 
This knowledge is seldom learned by the adventurer who bor- 
rows all'the money he can obtain and goes away on a wild 
goose chase. See to it that your money is not included in such 
ventures. There are many traps for the unwary. Look be- 
fore you leap. but when your mind is once made up then leap 
as far as youcan.

Un- 
on wrong eating conditions the liv- 
er becomes congested, the bile be- 
comes thick and loaded with toxins, 
the bile ducts become clogged, and 
biliousness follows.

When 
the bile contains much acid and 
toxic material, gall stones are form- 
ed in the gall bladder. 

One of the results of liver trouble 
is hemorrhoids.

sub-acid fruits. Eat generously of 
raw salads. A ted amount of 
cooked food and whole wheat bread 
may be allowed. 

In my Office trevtment of liver 
disorders I employ the diathermy 
electric treatment through the liver, 
also the sine wave current. These 
treatments are very beneficial in 
bringing a normal circulation to the 
liver of blood, .nd of encouraging 
the drainage of venous blood and 
lymph from the liver tissues.

But if 
you will not heed the warnings giv- 
en you by your liver it will strike 
back at you, and impoverished blood 
will be your reward.—Dr. R. C. Rey- 
nolds in Nature Cure Magezine.

A. M. January of Maysfield, Ky., 
tells me something which interests 
me extremely. Because the plane- 
tarium at Chicago was constructed 
by a great German manufacturer 
of optical supplies, I supposed that 
the idea was of German origin, but 
Mr. January calls attention to the 
fact that Collins, in his “History of 
Kentucky,” gives credit for the in- 
vention of the planetarium to 
Thomas Harris Barlow, who was 
born in Nicholas county, Ky., in 
1789, and died in Cincinnati, O., in 
1865. Barlow built his planetar- 
iums while in Lexington and Mr. 
January says that one of them 
used to be in that city, in the base- 
ment of Sayer institute.

Collins, in his history, says: 
“Thomas Harris Barlow, in 1845, in 
the silversmith shop of. his son Mil- 
ton Barlow, made a small, rude 
planetarium to illustrate the mo- 
tion of the heavenly bodies, in 
teaching his grandchilldren. The 
idea grew as he studied and labor- 
ed, and his son and William J. Dal- 
sem aided him in working out such 
combinations of gearing as pro- 
duced the minute fractioinal rela- 
tive revolutions of the planets. 
After three years’ patient labor, the 
first fine instrument was com- 
pleted, and sold in 1849 to Girard 
college, Philadelphia. Other in- 
struments were built during the 
next ten years, and after the ex- 
hibition at one of the World’s fair 
in New York, in 1851, sold for 
$2,000 each; two of the larger size 
to congress, for the military acad- 
emy at West Point, and the naval 
academy at Annapolis, and one to 
the city of New Orleans.”

Collins, in his “History of Ken- 
tucky,” may be, like most histor- 
ians, with perhaps speciai reference 
to my grandfather’s grandfather, 
who wrote the first “History of 
Connecticut,” a trifle inaccurate.

Boston Is Preparing 
For Annual War 


Maneuvers 
BOSTON—(INS)— Bad weath- 
er will be the only “real enemy” 
the air corps of 670 planes will 
have to contend with during its 
forthcoming coast defense man- 
uevers under command of Briga- 
dier General Benjamin D. Foulois. 

Fog, rain, thunderstorm and low- 
ering clouds may check-mate the 
operations of the planes so suc- 
cessfully that they may de com- 
pelled to remain on the ground. 

Depends On Weather 

“No attempt will be made to 
carry the field exercise program 
through on days which might 
have weather unfavorable to fly- 
ing,” said tant Secretary of 
War F. Trubee Davison, in charge 
of Army aviation. “This is not a 
real emergency and it would be a 
poor policy that called for risking 
the safety of personnel and equip- 
ment, rarticularly in view of the 
fact that most of our operations 
will be in the vicinity of thickly 
populated centers such as Day- 
ton, Chicago, New York, Boston, 
Philadelphia and Washington. 

“Owing to the rigid schedule 
which the field exercises must fol- 
low, it will not be possible to de- 
fer the demonstrations set for any 
particular locality on a given day. 
It will be impossible for the divis- 
ion to remain over at any point, 
waiting for weather, in order to 
stage its demonstration. 

Study Records 

“There is, however, good reason 

to expect that the weather will 


lecting the period from May 15 to 


made an exhaustive study of 
weather records covering the com- 
munities to be visitcd. These rec- 
ords show that over an average of 
43 years the month of May, in 
Dayton, Boston, Philadelphia, Chi- 
cago and Washington, had averag- 
ed ten clear days, eleven partly 
cloudy ..zys and only nine cloudy 
‘days.

Dayton leads 
with six, Chicago and Washing- 
ton have five, New York and Phil- 
adelphia four and Boston only 
three. 

“The rainfall in May for 43 years 
averaged 3.65 inches, with about 
eleven days when the rate of pre- 
cipitation is over 0.01 inches. 

“As compared with April, May is 
the earliest month of the year that 
one can be fairly sure of not hav- 
ing freezing weather, the average

WILL OPPOSE 
WET CANDIDATE 


Southern Baptists to 
Work to Uphold 
Dry Law 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala.— (INS) — 
The southern Baptist convention 
here Saturday pledged itself to op- 
pose any candidate for political_of- 
fice who does not openly and frank- 
ly support the prohibition laws. 

This stand was included in the re- 
port of the social service committee, 
which was adopted by the conven- 
tion. Adoption of the report pledg- 
ed the convention “to seek the de- 
feat of any such candidate no mat- 
ter what party label he may wear.” 

The report called prohibition the 
paramount social and civic problem 
before the country and termed the 
Wickersham commission report as 
“perhaps the outsanding develop- 
ment of the year.” The report also 
condemned the secular press as “‘ut- 
terly eommercialized, if not subsi- 
dized,” and struck at legislation in 
Lseveral -state—legislatures to make 
divorces easier to obtain. 

“The expression of opinion by re- 
ligious people upon civic matters 
predominantly moral in no way vi- 
olates or affects our fundamental 
doctrine and principle of the separ- 
ation of church and state,” the re- 
port said. 

“The big battle in the whole field 
of social service and civic affairs is 
still being fought out on the prohibi- 
tion sector. We cannot, we need 
not, go into details. Our appeal is 
for action, for defense, for attack. 

“The commission of law observ- 
ance and enforcement appointed by 
the president two years ago, popu- 
larly known as the Wickersham 
commission, filed its report on pro- 
hibition some weeks since. This is 
perhaps the outstanding develop- 
ment of the past year.”

Fruit in Tablets 


Latest Invention 
BERLIN—(INS)— Not table fruit 
but rather fruit tablets will be the 
dessert of the future if an inven- 
tion made by Karl Hessel. Berlin 
engineer, becomes popular. 

Hessel has invented a process to 
convert raw or cooked fruit into a 
fruit powder, or fruit flour, which 
doesn’t spoil and yet contains all 
the ingredients of natural fruit. 
Experts insist it tastes the same. 
The conversion is very simple and 
the work of only a: few minutes, 
without the aid of heat, cold or 
chemicals. 


The advantage of the process is 
supposed to be that it will avert the 
vast amount of destruction of fruit 
through spoiling. The loss through 
spoiled fruit is estimated at 300,- 
000,000 marks in Germany alone 
and must reach billions throughout 
the world. If this loss can be avert- 
ed, fruit flour should become very 
cheap.
